It is suggested, for in­ 
stances, that a collective exhibit may 
be so arranged and classified by the 
exhibitor as to show the Importance 
and value of deep plowing or of sur- 
ace cultivation for the conservation 
of moisture.

Thomas Bowman, the senior bishop 
of the Methodist denominafion in the 
United States, today quietly celebrat­ 
ed his ninety-ninth 
birthday

versary at his home here. During the

The venerable bishop is well pre­ 
served, and is seen almost daily on 
the streets of Orange. He retired from 
active work about ten years ago, but 
has since preached several times at 
Calvary Methodist church, East Or­ 
ange, of which he is a member. De­ 
spite his age, he is as thoroughly in­ 
terested in religious work, especially 
that pertaining to Methodism, as is 
the youngest churchman.
